Dear Fellow Missourians: 

Missouri’s economy remains in a slump. July general revenue receipts to- 
taled just $87.6 million, down 8.5 percent from totals last July, and the lowest 
monthly total in almost four years. 

Much public attention focuses on the long-awaited economic upturn. 
Economists argue whether the economy has bottomed out, and when economic 
recovery will begin. But among all the uncertainties, one thing is clear: the re- 
covery did not begin in Missouri during July. 

July sales and use tax receipts caused the most concern, down 15.1 percent 
from sales tax receipts during July a year ago. July individual income tax re- 
ceipts also dropped, down 5.9 percent from July last year. 

Corporate income tax receipts for July remained constant, down just .06 per- 
cent from July a year ago. Likewise, all other general revenue receipts re- 
mained relatively steady, down two tenths of one percent from last July. 

July begins a new fiscal year, and the new fiscal year has started sluggishly. 
Back in January, the governor predicted this fiscal year would bring in reve- 
nues of $2.316 billion, which is 12.7 percent more revenue than last fiscal year. 
The economy must pick up substantially to hit the mark eleven months from 
now. 

The slow collections at the beginning of this fiscal year may mean tempo- 
rary cash flow problems like we faced at the start of last fiscal year. 

But we must also keep July in perspective. July collections are lower than 
any other month of the year. Historically, July is the only month in which col- 
lections do not top $100 million. By constrast, both May and June receipts top- 
ped $200 million. 

Any way you look at it, the economic recovery must come soon in Missouri if 
the optimistic growth figure will be realized by next June.
